A paleness overspread the.features of 


Mrs. Mohr as Miss Burger entered the 
room. It was the first time since the 
trial that the color left the face of the 
slain physician's widow absolutely. Mrs. 
Mohr Bat forward in her chair and fixed 
her gaze steadily on Miss Burger in the 
witness box. . 


Tells of Shooting 


Miss Burger testified that she was in 


the rear scat of the automobile with 
the doctor. She said Healis stopped the 
car, turned off the headlights and put 
oti the sidelights of the car and then 
got out. Healis mentioned motor trou- 
ble, she said. Then she heard a noise as 
of an explosion and realised she bar 
been shot.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 12.—As soon as 


the senate assembled here today Sena- 
tor Sherman, republican, Introduced a 
resolution proposing 
Intervention In 


Mexico by the United States and the 
six Pan-American nations which hava 
acted with It in Mexican affairs, unless 
General Carranza complies with a de- 
mand to protect 
foreign 
lives and 


property. 


The resolution, which was 
referred 


to the 
foreign 
relations committee, 


proposed that It be the sense of the 
senate, In view of recent Mexican out- 
rages against American citizens, that 


a demand be made upon Gen. Carran- 
za to protect 
the lives and property 


of Americans; that other countries of 
the western hemisphere bo Invited to 
Join in that demand and that, in event 
of failure to comply with that demand, 
the 
president should invite co-opera- 


tion of Pan-American governments to 
intervene in Mexico to. protect life and 
property, the troops to be-withdrawn 
as *oon as order and government are 
restored.

Senator Gilllnger, republican leader, 


declared the United States should de- 
mand full and quick reparation. 


"There should be conclusive action 


taken in this matter," slid he. "If full 
reparation is liot made, the government 
should take action necessary to en- 
force it."

rian airl sailed on the lirst to leave 
England, which was tho Arabic. On the 
morning of tbe 19th while leaning over 
the rail of the boat he saw a white 
streak in tho'Mvatcr and 
immediately 
knew that it was u- torpedo. 


Jwspeaking of his experience Mr. 


Roode said:— 


*'I was about amidship at the time, 


and figured that the torpedo was going 
to strike in the reslon of the engines. 
So 1 beat it as fast as T could for the 
bow. I ran the fastest I ever dirt in my 
life for about 
100 feet, 
and 
then 


gripped tbe railing. I got there just in 
time, too, tor the torpedo exploded with 
a tremendous noise. 
The boat was 


going at lt> knots, and the force of the 
torpedo was so great that the 
boat 


stopped dead, right 
where 
she was 
struck. 


The stern sank at once. 
The boat 


listed a bit at first, but then squared 
and settled evenly. It had gone down, 
I should say about 12 feet almost Im- 
mediately. Fourteen lifeboats were let 
down at once, but three of them over- 
turned in some way.

12.—Deputy 


Sheriif Richard F. Lawton 
was shot 


and fatally wounded yesterday 
after- 


noon by Kdwin D. Carter, 
whom 
he 


was about to arrest at his home in 
Russell on a warrant charging threats 
to assault his wife. Belle Carter. 


Carter fired two revolver 
shots 
at 


Lawton. 
One appears to have 
gone 


wild, but the other entered the head 
above the 
left 
temple 
and passed 


through the brain, 
lodging 
in 
the 


right side of the skull and fracturing 
it. At the Noble hospital here he died 
at 10 o'clock last night. 


Lawton, with Special Officer William 


H. Xohle. had gone from here by au- 
tomobile lo Russell, eight miles away. 
Carter lives in a little house, with a 
pool room attached, on 
Main 
street, 


and Lawton. leaving Xohle in the au- 
tomobile, opened the front 
door 
and 


went in. After a couple of minntes he 
reappeared, motioned Noble 
to 
conic 


up and went back inside. 


The door was left partly 
open and 


Xoble says that, standing on the step, 
he heard Lav/ton telling Carter, with 
some emphasis, as if tired of repetition 
that he had a warrant for his arresi 
and that Carter had better come right 
along with him to 
AVestfield. 
Then 


came the two shots and the sound 01 
Lawion's body falling. 


Xoblc had only accompanied Lawton 


for the ride, and was unarmed, as was 
Lawlon. 
When, therefore, he heart 


Carter say. "Where's the 
other fel- 


low?1 he did not try to cope with him 
or lo find out what had happened, bu 
turned and ran, giving the alarm 
li 


the pool room and making 
for 
th.

enough tonnage to so round owing to 
the numerous number of boats required 
to conduct the supply services of Great 
Britain and her allies, and for the nec- 
essary carriage of munitions. It must 
bo remembered that 
the 
government 


was employing a tleet three times the 
size of the whole German mercantile 
marine nut together. 


Mr. Balfour for the 
admiralty 
be- 


lieved that there had been a good dea 
of misapprehension and talked in very 


uclt the same strain but did not see 
>w the transport business could 
be 


ntrolled by a central department 
ip owners. 
On the question .of state control of 


entire mercantile shipping he ar- 


ued that in view of the enormous dif- 
culties in the way, they would have 


be cautious before coming to an> 


cislon.

cares for and that is France and the 
love Greece has for 
France, 
brings 


her closer to the United States, for he 
said it waa mainly to France that 
Greece owes her independence. He told 
of France sending a regiment of 10,- 
000 men in charge of General Maison to 
help Greece at the time of her revolu- 
tion against Turkey in 
1S21, while 


Franco also sent a 
large 
army ill 


charge of Gen. Lafayette to the states 
at the time of. the revolution againsl 
England. 


The doctor spoke of the love of his 


countrymen for this country, especial 
ly for the state of Massachusetts, for 
it was from here 
that 
Dr. 
Pamue 


Howe sailed to Greece during the rev- 
olution and enlisted In the Greek army 
to fight against the Turks. 
He 
also 


told of how Dr. Howe

Boston later and in 1828 returned

11< 
related how Dr. Howe was compensat- 
ed for his trouble by later being cle 
vated to the position of general sur 
geon of the Greek army.
